Herbert W. Waguespaek, member 
of the levee -board at the time of 
the transaction and Henry J. Mil- 
ler, an accountant, all of whom 
allegedly shared In the $496,000 fee 
paid in the refunding.

prominent Baton Rouge politician 
and former aide to Huey P. Long, 
and the other Dr. James Monroe 
Smith, former head of Louisiana 
State University.

HISTORY TIENTSIN 


THREATENING CITY 


TIENTSIN, Aug. 21.— (ff>— Thft 
toll of death and property destruc- 
tion leaped today as the worse 
flood in Tientsin's history sub- 
merged much of the city under 
constantly deepening water.

A somewhat Incalculable .factor 
was the announcement of a trade 
agreement between Germany and 
Soviet Russia on the eve of re- 
sumption of talks among British 
French and Soviet military expert!

sistance pact. 


One possibility that attracted 
discussion was that' of Germany 
making a 'final offer" to Poland 
on demands for Danzig and a link, 
with East Prussia through Pom- 
orze (the Polish Corridor). 
In Berlin, the 
press 
insisted 
"Polish Insolence" was speedily ex- 
hausting "German patience" and 
"der tag"—day 
of accounting- 
was spoken of with increasing fre- 
quency. But some papers hinted 
Poland might yet "save herself" 
by initiating an acceptable sugges- 
tion. 


Hour Approaches. 


At Danzig yesterday, Nazi Dis- 
trict Leader Albert Forster told a

"hour approaches now" and added, 
"when it comes we will win." 
There was still the possibility 
that Poland, .feeling the pressure 
of extensive military activities on 
her borders,- might advance some 
plan.

tlement of Europe's troubles. Fol- 
lowing an audience, Postmaster- 
General Barnes A. Farley of the 
United States asserted he was con- 
vinced the Pontiff was doing all 
in his power to maintain peace. 
Fascist newspapers, as If by 
government 
inspiration, 
urged 
Poland to accept the plan offered 
by Hitler last April which called 
for return of Danzig to Germany, 
a German highway and railroad 
through Pomorze, a free zone for 
Polish shipping at Danzig, and a 
25-year guarantee of Poland's bord- 
ers. 


But If any negotiation plan does 
not develop, it was pointed out, 
discussions would have to be car- 
ried out against a background of 
peak armaments and great num- 
bers of men in arms in all coun- 
tries.

FEDERAL JUDGE RULES NO 


EVIDENCE OF CRIMINAL 


ACTION ADDUCED 


DALLAS, 
Aug. 
18.—(ff) 


—Federal Judge T. W. Da- 
vidson today ordered dis- 
missed from custody Free- 
man W. Burford, million- 
aire Dallas independent oil 
operator 
jointly 
indicted 


with former Governor Rich- 
ard Lecho of Louisiana and Sey- 
mour Weiss, Louisiana 
political 
power, on charges of violating the 
^Connally "hot oil" act. 
Government attorneys Immedi- 
ately announced they would con- 
itnue their effort to remove Bur- 
ford to Louisiana. 
'If I can have him picked up in 


, any district but the Northern dis- 
u trict of Texas," said John O. Rogge 
"assistant U. S, district attorney In 
charge of the Louisiana investiga- 
tions, "I will do so. 
This ruling 
applies only to this district. It has 
no effect upon the indictment re- 
turned at New Orleans. Further, 
if we find we have a right to ap- 
peal, we will take the case before 
the fifth circuit court of appeals." 
1 Judge Davidson, deliberately de- 
livering an oral opinion on the 
hearing for a writ of habeas Cor- 
pus and removal order, held there 
was no reasonable probability of 
a case against Burford and ordered 
him dismissed. 


Judge Davidson said there was 
no evidence Burford knew the "10- 
cent-a-barrel" so frequently men- 
tioned in the case was being paid 
to officers of the state of Louisi- 
ana.The government contended Bur- 
ford, in buying oil from the Rodes- 
sa field for a pipeline into Texas, 
had obtained the special allowable 
order though payment of money 
to Weiss—some $148,000 which gov- 
enmcnt prosecutors 
allege 
was 
split between Weiss and Leche. 
Judge Davidson said testimony 


of A. C. Glassell, former president 
of the Pelican Oil and . Gasoline 
Company, sellers of the oil, 're- 
moved the last possibility of guilt 
on the part of Burford, when Glas- 
sell showed the money paid Weiss 
was a- part of the purchase price 
of the oil." 


Burford's sale of his pipelone to 
the United Gas company, and the 
payment of $100,000 commission by 
the oil man to Weiss, in no way 
entered into the alleged conspira- 
cy . under the evidence produced, 
Judge Davidson said. 
"This sale was legitimate and 
must be eliminated from the con- 
sideration of the court," ho assert- 


' ed. 


Quoting a case in which a feder- 


al judge rules weight must bo giv- 
en an indictment in a proceedings 
similar to the one before him, 
Judge Davidson commented: 
' "In this case I am sorry to say 
that tl\e( findings of .the ^Louisiana 
grand jury is'impeached by testi- 
mony offered here by the witnesses 
Shaw and Maestri. 


Governor-Elect Leche and Weiss 
could not have pulled down this 
money but for Shaw (Dr. J. A. 
Shaw director of tho 
Louisiana 
Mineral division) and 
Maestri 


(Robers Maestri, mayor of New 
Orleans and formerly commission- 
er of conservation.) 


They are just as guilty In the 
opinion of this court as any man 
indicted. 
One still holds his job 
and the other has in a sense been 
promoted. 


"I believe the time will not soon 
arrive in Louisiana when graft 
will be stoppedd as long as wo have 
rubber stamp officials. 
"Fpr the reasons given, I do not 


feel the indictment is entitled to 
the usual weight. He heard Shaw 
say he signed tho order to hold 
his job. The part played by Shaw 
and Maestri was to hold their 
jobs.. Tho part of Loche was to 
cosh in. 


Give Notice of Appeal. 


Government attorneys, led by O. 
John Rogge, special assistant to 
the attorney general in charge of 
•the Louisiana investigations, gave 
immediate notice of appeal pending 
an Investgatlon of their rights in 
the matter. In giving the verbal 
opinion, Judge Davidson announc- 
ed he reserved the right to delete 
such matter as he saw fit upon 
transcription. 
' 


Judge Davidson, while not pass- 
ing upon the Louisiana conserva- 
tion statute in effect at the time 
the alleged offense was committed, 
commented it had been 
"loosely 
drawn" and expressed doubt if any 
conviction would be allowed to 
stand that had been obtained un- 
der it. 


Because of the state of political 
affairs In Louisiana at the time, 
Davidson said, amounting to a 
"dictatorship" he 
could 
see no 
criminality .in Burford's Investiga- 
tion of the treatment his com- 
pany was to receive if it went into 
business in Louisiana. 


"The cost of the pipeline he pro- 


posed to construct was $500,000," 
the judge said, "Not many of us 
would like to put that much money 
until he had made an investiga- 
tion of the territory and the laws 
that govern it.

knowledge that Louisiana was un- 
der dictatorship, an unhappy con- 
dition.

She testified ho was "found 
In bed with one of the leaders" 
when the ship, the S. S. Hamburg 
was about six days out at sea.

"She was only 17 fears old," said

When she and other bund girls 
on the trip learned of this Inci- 
dent she asserted, they wore warn- 
ed by Mrs. August Klapprott to 
say nothing about it.

"They said we Germans weren't 
getting consideration in this coun- 
try and It was about time we 
spoke up." 
The leaders, she said, at the out- 


sot, required bund youth to study 
the life of Hitler from pamphlets 
which came from Germany.

Continuing questions about the 
camp, Chairman Dies (D-Tex) ask- 
ed If immorality was not contrary 
to the principles of Adolf Hitler 
as enunciated In his book 'Mein 
Kampf."

IN BRAZIL, IS DEAD 


WACO, Aug. IS.—Word has been 
received here of the death of Dr. 
W. B, Bagby in Porto Algere, 
Brizil, August 5 Dr. Bagby was 
a widely known Baptist mission- 
ary, and native Texan. 


He was born in Coryell county, 
the family moving to Waco when 
ho was seven years- old. He grad- 
uated1 from Waco University in 
1875, teaching school for . three 
yeara. He waa pastor of Baptist 
churches in Plantersvlllo and Cor- 
sicana, and in December, 1881, ho 
and his wife began their labor* as 
missionaries In Brazil.

ARDS EXPLAINED 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—tfP)— 
The wage-hour administration to- 
day opened a school for the first 
of some 300 now inspectors whom 
Major Arthur L. Fletcher snid he 
expected to bo • "hard-boiled diplo- 
mats." 


In advance of the classes the ad- 
ministration clarified agricultural 
exemptions from the fair labor 
standards act with a bulletin defin- 
ing such terms as "slaughtering," 
"dairying," 
and 
"processnlg 
of 
fruits." 
The exemption for workers In the 
slaughtering category, the adminis- 
tration ruled, will extend to those 
in all operations generally perform- 
ed In connection with that work 
but not to workers who feed live- 
stock or poultry in the yards. 


Moreover, it will not extend to 
workers in livestock and poultry 
products, so that the manufactur- 
ing, 
curing, smoking, grading, re- 
frigerating and pa'cking of meat 
products are not exempted activ- 
ities. 
Where the act exempts the rais- 
ing of livestock, the bulletin defin- 
ed this ns the "breeding, fattening, 
feeding (on the farm) and gen- 
eral care" of "cattle, sheep, horses, 
mules, jackasses or goats. 
The bulletin listed among exempt- 
ed dairying activities the milking of 
cows or goats, cooling and storing 
the milk, separating the cream, bot- 
tling, and making butter or cheese
